(By a Staff Correspondent.) 

Washington, D.C. May 29.—[Spe- 
cial.]—After an all afternoon battle the 
house today passed the soldiers’ bonus 
bill. It now gogs to the senate, where 
there is little prospect of action at this 
session. The final vote was 289 fo 92. 

All officers and men under the rank 
of captain are included in the bill as 
passed by the house. 

Five forms of adjusted compensa- 
tion are provided.. The cash bonus is 
to be paid on the basis of days 
served, but no payment is to be made 
for the first sixty days. ‘After that 
the rate will be $1 for each day’s serv- 
ice in. this country and $1.25 for each 
day overseas. The maxium is $500 
for service in this country and $625 
for service abroad. 


Other Forms of Relief. 

The other forms of compensation 
provided are paid up endowment in- 
surance, land settlement aid, home or 
farm purchase aid and _ vocational 
training. 

As a means of raising the necessary 
revenue the bill imposes increased sur- 
taxes on incomes in excess of $5,000, 
provides a tax on payments on real 
estate sales, on stock exchange trans- 
actions, on dealings in future on prod- 
uce exchanges, an increased tax on 
tobacco and an excise tax on corpora- 
tions issuing stock dividends. 


Bill Has Narrow Ecape. 

The bill had a much narrower escape 
than the final vote indicates. The 
first test vote was on the question of 
overruling a point of order against the 
bill. This vote was 192 to 189, with 
two voting “ present.” The second test. 
was on the suspension. day resolution. 
This won, 230 to 165.

On the night of Feb. 7 Thomas O'Don- 
nell, a night watchman, walked into 
his office at the Western Shade Cloth 
company. Two masked men awaited 
him. 

“Put up your hands!” they said. 

The watchman didn't. 

He was shot in his tracks. 

A few days later a former police- 
man, Guy Wadsworth, was captured 
and confessed. He named his pals 
and turned state's evidence. At his 
home were found dynamite. nitrogly- 
cerin, and safe blowing impedimenta. 

His pals, Harry Andrae, conductor 
for the American Expres scompany, 
and Richard Wilson, an optican with a 
police record, were arrested. 

Yesterday in Judge Hugo Pam’s 


court a jury returned a verdict. They 


had been considering the case of An- 
drae and Wilson. Their verdict was 
“ Guilty ’—and it carried with it a sen- 
tence of death. 

Jurors Do Their Duty. 

The jury was polled. Every man an- 
swered confidently. The death verdict 
had no terrors for them; it was their 
duty to administer it. It was their own 
reply to Chicago's Crime Camorra. 

“ Gentlemen, this was a serious task, 
but you did your duty as you saw it,’” 
said the judge. “I thank .you in be- 
half of the people of Illinois. There is 
not the grandeur of battle in your 
work, but jury service is as necessary 
for the good of your country as fight- 
ing is in time of danger. It is the or- 


derly administration of justice that 
makes for good government.” 
There was a resolute note in the 


voice of Eugene Clark, foreman of the 
jury, as he replied:

Comment upon this action\wy be restrained by | 
consideration of the ecclesiastical character of the 
assembly. Nevertheless lay comment is called for 
and is the more clearly justified inasmuch as the 
conference in taking action left the field of re- 
ligious concerns and entered that of politics. | 

We consider the resoiution not only unwise from 
the viewpoint of the nation’s immediate welfare but 
improper from that of American principle. | 

It is, in our opinion, inconsistent with the prin- 
ciple of separation of church and state. If our 
government is to accept the Armenian mandate 
at the behest of the Methodist church, it may very 
well be required to accept a Mexican mandate 
at the behest of the Roman Catholic clergy; or to 
demand a mandate for Palestine at that of the 
Jewish congregations, or of Smyrna at that of the 
Greek church. 

The inevitable tendency of action such as the’ 
Methodist conference has taken in this matter is 
to bring sectarian organizations, as such, into the 
political arena and to create those bitter conflicts 
which inevitably arise from clericalism in lay 
affairs. Taking warning from the sanguinary his-. 
tory of such conflicts in the past'and the bitter 
experience of nations afflicted with this confusion 
of clerical influences with political, our fathers 
wisely established as basic in the American system 
the principle of complete separation of church and

The conference itself, collectively, ts a religious 
and sectarian entity. Its proper field is religion 
and morals. Politics and diplomacy are not its 
proper field. Each member, whether a iayman or 
clergyman, acting as a citizen is free to express 
himself and to use his influence as he ses fit for 
or against the acceptance of the ehandate. But 
when he acts collessively Ss a religious and sec- 
tarjamn organization he departs frem his citizen 
character and imports into a civilian controversy 
considerations and influences which our national 
prtnciple recognizes as misplaced.

devote to the study of political questions. 
A political convention, in its idealistic perfec- , 
tion, is composed of such perfect bosses and what ! 
such a convention does is a true reflection of the 
ideas, wishes, aspirations, and ideals of the per-| 
sons represented. You cannot improve on, that 


A political primary, in its idealistic perfection, 
is a means by which the people, without bosses, 
indicate their will and their will flows from a per- 
fect understanding of the character and merits of 
all men to be voted upon and of all questions to be 
decided. You cannot improve on that system. 

The trouble is that the bosses do not represent 
the people any better than they are forced to do 
and the people in the primaries know what acci- 
dent gives or prejudice permits. Therefore there 
are flaws in both systems and we go along won- 
dering which of the two is worse than the other, 
and deciding one way or the other as one or the 
other happens to turn out particularly good or 
particularly bad. 

If there were not a cent being spent to tell 
voters what the Republican candidates for presi- 
dent are like, to allow them to make their special 
pleadings and present their own cases, we should 
be depending either on the theory that the bosses 
would honestly represent us or on the other theory 
that we know everything without being given any 
information. 

It costs money to get information to voters. 
Take the total cost of a letter at three cents and 
figure out how much money would be required if 
a candidate addressed every voter in the United 
States through the mails. | | 
Are you prepared to say that the candidate 
shall not address the voters? The privilege cer- 
tainly is more extensively the rich man’s and, if 
it is accorded, the rich man will do it better than 
the poor man. Eliminate the privilege of cam- 
paigning and the advantage is thrown to the job 
controlling politician and the man whose pro 
fession and money making career carries him 
about the country talking to masses of people who 
thus get to know him and probably like him. | 
Bryan is of the latter type. Burleson of the 
former. These inequalities are as great as inequal- 
ities of money. 

If the voter is presumed to know everything 
merely because he is enfranchised then we prefer 
to rely upon the unreliable bosses.

LAUGHED OUT. ‘ 


[Cleveland Plain Dealer. ] ; 
Ibanez, the distinguished Spanish litterateur, has 
elucidated the mystery of the Mexican revolution. 
Being in Mexico while the revolution was brewing, 
he was able to form an accurate.opinion. He has 
been presenting his impressions in a series of news- 
paper articles. According to Ibanez, the Carranza 
government was laughed out of power. _ 
It was clear from the beginning that there was 
something more than appeared on the surface. There 
was no visible explanation of the almost miraculous 
success of the rebels from their first declaration of 
principles till their capture of the capital a few 
weeks later. Never before had Mexican revolution- 
ists tread such a path of roses. Why was it that 
the established government crumbled to dust at 
the first breath of opposition? 
Ibanez says that the Mexicans had come to con- 
sider Carranza as a joke. Americans have not com- 
monly given the Mexicans credit for a lively sense 
of humor. If Carranza was half as funny to the 
Mexicans as he was to the Americans it is hard to 
understand how Mexico could have maintained a 
straight face in contemplation of the posturings and 
piffings of the ™ first chief.” That the Mexicans have 
taken to laughing at Carranza is proof that they 
are not altogether different from other peoples. 
The revolution was intended to prevent Carranza’s 
rigging of the national elections. Carranza pro- 
fessed to be alarmed at the danger of a militarist 
régime, and put forward as his presidential candi- 
date one Bonillas, who is not a goldier. If the Mexi- 
cans had laughed at Carranza they roared at Bonil- 
las. He was depicted as a Miss Nancy. He was 
satirized as a Mexican who had spent most of gis 
life outside of Mexico because Mexico was not good 
enough for him. That this gilt-edged Bonillas should 
be urged in preference to the grizzled warrior Obre- | 
on appealed to the Mexican populace first as pre- | 
posterous and secondly as ridiculous. Yet, had Car- | 


ranga controlled the elections, there is every likeli- 
hood that Bonillas would have been reported elected. 
It has been a good natured revolution. The sole 
aim is to drive out a silly government and establish 
one that is more richly gifted with common sense. 
’ This is the substance of the Ibanez analysis. It is 
very interesting; for it explains what seemed inex- 
plicable.

HEN the United States army was

| and they did land 721 professionals there. 


Having made the collection, they pro- 
ceeded to inventory them. One-fifth were 
under 17 years of age—mere children, al- 
most babes in arms. We think of girls 
of that age as children, confiding in their 
mothers, playing at home, scarcely out of 
the doll age, and yet they were found to, 
be the most dangerous of all. Fifteen per 
cent of them were actively infectious with 
syphilis and 42 per cent gave a 4 plus 
Wasserman. | 

In every country it is the young girls 
who make up most of the prostitute class 
and who have the largest percentage of 
actively infective venereal disease, What. 
chance have girls of this age when they 
pit their wits against the shrewd, ,un-: 
scrupulous men who live by exploiting 
women ? 


Of the total number almost one-half 
were between 18 and 22, making a lit- 
tle less than two-thirds of the entire 
group under voting age. Of this group 
11 per cent were actively infectious and. 
50 per cent gavé a 4 plus Wasserman. | 

The ages of others ranged from 23 to 56. 

Most of the older women were engaged 
in maintaining’ houses of ill repute or 
were servants employed in such places. 
It is a life which does not last long. ' 
Many die young, many become chronic 
invalids, and others after a few years. 
of this episode pass on into other life 
channels, 

When the authorities had these women 
in jail they undertook to make them’ 
harmless. They, were treated inten- 
Sively and with great activity. 


As Dr. Goodman says tn making this 
report, they received as much treatment 
in six months as is ordinarily given in 
six years. No one of them was infec- 
tious at the end of the six months pe- 


riod. They were not finally and com- 


pletely cured, for that takes more than

Letter Hints No Action on’ 
Pay Till December. 


Hundreds of railway postal clerks, 
are threatening to resign in view of a 


_letter sent one of them from Washing- 


ton by E. J. Ryan, president of the 
Railway Mail association. Mr. Ryan 
predicts that if the men get the raise 


they seek, they will have to wait until| 


December at least. The matter rests 
with the federal wage commission at 
present. 

The average salary of railway mail 
clerks, postoffice clerks, and carriers 
is $1,407.02 per. annum. In 1913 it was 


$1,133.18. From July 1, 1919, until 
April 1, 1920, 1,161 railway postal 
clerks have resigned.’ 

Report Due Late This Week. 

“The federal wage commission,” Mr. 
Ryan says, “has been intimating its 
report would be forthcoming, but the 
latest I have now is that it will not be 
completed before Friday or Saturday 
of this week. [It is evident we cannot 
expect any legislative action on this re- 
port during the present session if con- 
gress recesses or adjourns June 6, as it 
hopes to do. 

“We have been assured the commis- 
sion favor iftcreases and recom- 
mend the increases be made effective 
as of July 1 regardiess of when the 
legislation is passed. I am anxious to 
get facts so I can submit them to the 
men, as I think they have had enough 
promises. 

Fears Breakdown of Service. 


“J expect that in the course of an- 
other month or two, assuming no con- 
gressional action is taken to relieve the 
situation, thousands of men will leave 
the service, and its breakdown will be 
practically complete. I am compelled 
to believe the entire situation may 
properly be charged to men like Burle- 
son, Koons, and Praeger, who have ut- 
terly disregarded the public’s interest 
and the employés’ welfare.”

yesterday. Whe transfer of deposits 
was made effective as of yesterday. 
The Peoples Trust, will move im- 


mediately into its new location and 
_. will .enlarge the existing banking 
quarters. The name of the building 


will be changed to the Peoples Trust 
and Savings Bank building. The sav- 
ings department will be on the first 
floor, the entire second floor will be 
given to the commercial, farm loan, 
real estate, trust, bond and women’s 
departments; and a modern system of 
safety deposit vaults will be installed 
in the basement. 

“Through this deal our total re- 
sources will become $14,500,000,’ Pres- 
ident Earl H. Reynolds stated. 

He estimated it would- take about 
three months to complete all the alter- 


ations in the new quarters. 


The Bank of Commerce and Savings 
was organized ‘in 1916, with capital of 
$250,000 and surplus of $50,000. It is 
understood that its liquidation will in- 
volve the distribution to the stock- 
holders of about $350,000 of assets. 
On May 4, it had deposits of $409,436 


and cash resources of $100,918. Its 
loans and discounts amounted to 
$528,395.

HE one piece dress, No. 9,662, is 
an attractive design for a dress 
to wear afternoons at home. 
Plaids are becoming to most of 
us and will make up well in this pat- 
tern. 

When cutting the skirt be sure that 
the plaids will match in the skirt 
seams. After cutting the front or back, 
as the case may be, turn the seam in 
on one side of the skirt section you 
have cut and lay it against the uncut 
material so the plaids match, and of 
course be as saving as possible with 
the material. 


While the two pieces are laid to- 
gether so they match, pin the pattern 
on the uncut material for the other 
half of the dress and cut out. 


When ready to baste the seams to- 
gether lay your work on a large table, 
and, beginning at the bottom of one of 
the skirt seams, pin the turned in edge 
of one side of the skirt on to the seam 
line of the section it is te be basted to 
so that the plaid matches perfectly. 
Pin the seam together in this fashion 
at close intervals, sticking the pins in 
horizontally to the seam. . 

Then with basting cotton hem the 
turned in edge to the other seam line, 
just catching in the edge of the folded 
seam. Then you can turn the dress to 
the wrong side, baste, and stitch. The 
hemming if rightly done will hold the 
design in place, but will not interfere 
in the least with the stitching.

DELIGHTFUL piece of “ pick- 
up” work will be found in mak- 
ing some sweet lavender bags.

CPYORTUNITY COOKING. 


EN years ago the leading teachers 
of domestic science, especially 
those who were dietitians, were 
saying, “ We must reach the chil- 

dren! We must teach them to eat 
right, and to cook, and how to do all 
the tasks that pertain to every day 
and right living. There is no hope of 
reaching the older people.” 

Today I find a distinct and strong re- 
action from this attitude. I think there 
is a wider spread effort than most of 
us realize to reach those whom the 
experiemces of life have taught many 
things and made eager to know the best 
ways of doing the imevitable, funda- 
mental, and simple tasks, simple 
enough witven we know how, but nerve 
wearing ot.terwise. | 

A teacher of domestic science whom 
I recently visited in Denver, Colo., has 


the belief, heart and soul, that the 
older women must be helped to learn 
the new hous:?keeping. If there was 
no other reasoit she would have them 
do it so that they might sympathize 
with and aid thir girls, for nowadays 
the teachers of domestic science are 
giving, and must do so, their girls’ 
problems to work out at home. To 
make a certain sort of bread a girl 
must do it over a cettain number of 
times, and this principle of repetition 
as a teaching principle,is getting much 
needed attention. 
Experience at’ Home. 

The girl is taught at school how to 
buy a week’s supplies. She is actually 
taken to the market, tat if she is to 
have actual practice in marketing for 
a real family she must generally get 
her experience at home, and learn what 
not to do, sometimes by her mistakes. 
Many a home cook has said, “I tried it 
once and failed, so never again.” The 
attitude is not only shallow but ego- 
tistic, because the one holding it never 
reckons in her own faults, her own 
lack of exactness or care, her own un- 
intelligence. 

When the daughters of such women 
go home and want to work out a do-. 
mestic problem the mother wii! more 
than likely make fun of it and them. 
I believe this is true. This teacher 
knew it for a fact after some years of 
teaching. 

Perhaps no one will dispute that one. 
of the leading problems of today’s 
housekeeping is how to conduct the 
home economically, and especially how 
to plan the meals so as to know toa 
cent what the table ft costing. This 
includes the knowing how to cook the 
particular type of food which fits into 
a day’s or week’s supplies purchased 
within a certain money limit. 

Mathematics and Cooking. 

When I visited in Denver, the girls 
of this teacher’s classes had just fin- 
ished doing a nice problem in mathe- 
matics and cooking. During the month 
of April just passed, they had bought 
the supplies and cooked and served 
luncheons for seventeen of the teach- 
ers of the school, who had paid them 
20 cents apiece for their meals. With 
$3.40 a day to spend, how should they 
divide it? 

Each girl had to make a plan or 
budget before going to market. This 
was revised, if necessary, by the teach- 
er, but in doing the actual work they 
were divided into teams so that each 
would get some experience. After the 
menu for a day was decided upon, and 
the materials purchased, the actual 
cost was put down afier the estimated 
cost, with the result that this check 
and the increased care in planning 
brought the experiment to an end with 
35 cents to spare. But some of the 
giris had exceeded the $3.40 per day, 
and I noted that ane girl had got up 
the luncheon for $2.50. This is as it 
must be at home. 

A more remarkable bit of planning 
Was done by the teacher herself. At 
the end of the experiment the ninety- 


a luncheon for which they each paid 


seven girls of the cooking classes had 


20 cents, as the teachers had done. So 
carefully was this planned that they 
came out with 3 cents to spare. 
Teacher of Wide Experience. 
Perhaps it is because this teacher 
knows so well the results of home work 
on class work; perhaps it is also be- 
cause she knows her own work so well 
that it goes like clock work with the 
least apparent effort on her part; per- 
haps it was because she was a teacher 
for some years in that most wonderful 
of schools, the “Opportunity school” of 
Denver; perhaps because she has done 
home demonstration work; that she be- 
lieves it so vital to get directly to the 
housekeeper with our new food knowl- 
edge. One of her late tasks, that 
brought her into enormous sympathy 
with the ‘home, was the preparing, with 
the help of home women, of 10,000 


meals for the influenza patients of a. 


small city. 

It was my privilege to spend an 
evening at the Denver Opportunity 
school guided by the teacher in ques- 
tion and its principal, Miss Emily Grif- 
fith, and while my interest in the 
whole of the wotk done there was en- 
thusiastic, I saw my chief cpportunity 
in the cooking laboratory. — 

One of the pupils in this laboratory 
that evening was a young mother of 
three children, all less than kindergar- 
ten age. She cannot get to school be- 
fore 8 o’clock in the evening, but she 
manages to be there several evenings 
in the week, counting it her recreation. 
I observed it was really a social occa- 
sion for ‘these women, part housekeep- 
ers and some who intended to be soon, 
when their cooking was done to sit 
down and partake soviably of what 
they had prepared. Thirty-seven 


housekeepers of another class had been_ 


that day or a day or two before to 
one of the packing houses and seen 
meat creatures cut into the retail cuts, 
learning which was which as to price, 
utility, eic. 

It was new to me, “ hospital steak,” 
but it seems that every butcher in 
Denver will give you the right cut if 
you ask for that. It is the tip of the 
sirloin. 


Pupils Make Simple Salad. 


I partook of a simple salad which 
was being prepared by these women 
when I entered the class, and could see 
why they enjoyed their work in the 
school so much. It is presented in the 
simplest and most straightforward way 
and yields quick and satisfactory re- 
‘sults, but it suggests other things be- 
yond not quite so simple but even more 
satisfactory. 

The salad materials were a pound of 
shredded cabbage, two good sized ap- 
ples, one-half can of pimento, mainly 
used on top in shreds to garnish the 
salad, and the top of a good bunch of

The dress 
ing was a cooked dressing in which

tablespoons of sugar; fill up to the 
one-half mark with vinegar; now pour 
this mixture slowly on the well beaten 
yolks of three eggs, beating all the 
time; cook over hot water, stirring 
constantly, until the mixture is thick; 
when ready to use thin with cream; 
evaporated milk is especially nice to 
use for this purpose. For a fruit 
salad, fruit juice may be used for the 
thinning.” 

Other Things on the Menu. 

These women used the evaporated 
milk and one tablespoon of flour with 
but one egg yolk‘and two tablespoons 
of sugar. The vinegar was not used 
full strength. The menu this: salad 
was to be served withconsisted of boiled 
halibut with maitre d’hotel butter, 
stuffed baked potatoes, cabbage and 
nut salad, for which they substituted 
one less expensive, and corn starch 
pudding. : 

They learned how to put together a 
simple meal, but better, they learned 
to vary a recipe in the interests of 
both convenience and thrift. ‘ 

These women had a few evenings be- 
fore learned how to make their own 
shortening. I was shown the product

The proposed work embraces many 
different phases of community life. 
The council is planning much for the 
children, ch as use of the school 
gymnasiums out of school hours, or- 
ganized recreation, games; and sports 
on public playgrounds, an exhibit of 
handicraft work of schools and set- 
tlements, to be held at Seward park in 
June, and—perhaps the most vital en- 
terprise—an “all the year around clean- 
up campaign” in which it ts hoped to 
get every hcusehold to assist. 

Throtigh thé school children the 
council 18 circulating a pledge which 
binds those who sign, it to give a cer- 
tain time to cleaning house, yard, and 


den or a flower box if possible; and to 
codjperate with the street and health 
departments in cleaning streets and 
alleys. 

Fifteen thousand residents in these 
two wards have sighed these pledges 
which are circulated by 3,600 children. 
Those youngsters who secured ten or 
more pledges were given a service cer- 
tificate.

The most essential thing to low de- \dirt road may be used to connect the 


preciation is good lubrication. This 
applies to every moving part of the 
ar from the steering connections, 
which move little, to the main bearings 
and connecting rod bearings, which 
move fast. Bear in mind the funda- 
mental principles of lubrication, which 


are: 

Lubricate according to the speed of 
the part and the load on the part. 

Use the. best grades of oil, graphite, 


and grease. 
_ Attend to lubrication regularly, so 
the moving parts will not be dry, even 
for a moment, 
Drain your engine oil every 500 to 
1000 miles. It may seem cheaper to 
use the old oil now that oil is higher 
in cost, but repairs are more costly 
than oi. See that the oil gauge al- 
ways works and that there are no oil 
aks about the engine. Use gear oil 
in the transmission and rear axle, 
use a stiff lubricant for universals and 
steering connections where oil cannot 
be easily retained. Attention to lubri- 
cation regularly will avoid rapid wear 
ofa part. Once a part is badly worn 


and weekly attention to certain parts. 


Tire depreciation is more rapid in 
summer than at any other time of the 
year because the motorist seems to 
have little time to give the tires the 
needed attention. The proper infia- 
tion pressures should be maintained 
and inflation checked once each week. 
Onee each week also examine the tires 
for tread cuts. These should be cleaned 
out and filled with filler. The process 
issimple. Clean out the cut was gaso- 
line, then apply a coat of cement, allow 
this to become tacky, and then apply 
another, after which fill the cut with 


tire dough. 


Tires ought to receive more than 
the usual attention because of the in- 
creased cost this year. Watch the 
treads of the front tires to see that 
they are not being worn unduly be- 
cause of wheel alignment not being 
correct. Drive more carefully over 
rough roads. Do not speed on any 
kind of a road, especially a rough one. 

Look eve’ your instrument book and 
become acquainted with all adjust- 
ments for wear. If you allow parts 
to become too loose they will wear 
more in proportion to the work they do. 

Dygiving more carefully will do a 
grat deal toward lowering deprecia- 
tion. For example, one can wear out 
aset of brake lining in a few months 
by neglecting to save the brakes on 
long down grades by descending in 
gear and using the engine as a brake 
by cutting off the ignition. Wheel 
alignment can be disturbed by striking 
& curb too sharply. Engaging the 
clutch too harshly can permanently 
harm a part of the power transmitting 
system. Allow the clutch to engage 
tasily, stop gradually, apply the brakes 
intermittently. Sane driving means 
tafe and economical] driving. Learn to 
shift gears without clashing. Practice 
wil show the exact engine speed need. 
tito make a noiseless shift. 


Rich and Lean.

EMORIAL DAY hes new signifi- 


cance for Americans; 70,552 of 
America’s sons lie buried in the 
fields of France; 70,552 made the 
supreme sacrifice in the cause of the 
liberty of the world. 

For a while it seemed as though 
the day of showing honor to these 
heroes would be Armistice day; but 
Armistice day has a meaning all its 
own. Doubtless, as time goes on, that 
day will be celebrated by the nations 
of ‘ke earth as it should be, and with 
appropriate ceremonies [for man Is 
innately ritualistic]; but “ Decors tian 
day” has been selected by common 
consent as the day of memorial for 
the dead of the gre.it war. 

Perhaps there is reason in this, as 


there is reason and logic in all auch | 


spontaneous actions of a people. Per- 
haps the selection of the day of “the 
blue and the gray” has a deep signifi- 
cance. We are too near to judge, but 


it seems to be an unconscious tribute > 


to the cause that its dead are commem.- 
orated at the sanie time the veterans of 
the civil war remember their fallen 
companions. As some one said when 
the world war broke out, it is just a 
civil war on a large scale; the world 
is a large United States, and some of 
the states are in rebellion. 


The feature in most church observ- 


ances of the day will be the commem . 


oration of the gold star members of 
the congregations. Jewish synagogues, 
Catholic and Prostestant churches, and 
the temples and meeting houses of all 
creeds will include in their services 
some notice of the victims of the war. 
The reading of the rolls of honor, 
preaching an the themes suggested by 
the day, prayers for the souls of the 
departed are some of the methods of 
noting the day and the occasion. In 
many churches memorial tablets, sta- 
tues and windows will be unveiled. 

Due to the efforts of THE TRIBUNE 
and associated newspapers the tradi- 
tional method of honoring the sacri- 
ficeis will be employed in France. 
Flowers will deck the burying places 
of every American soldier. Funds were 
raised and all arrangements completed 
Must week for the accomplishment of 
this great task.

HOW NEAR WE ARE THE FIRE 


BY Ss. MAKWELL 


SUNS AND STARS AND WORLDS. 


HE’ earth was never like a star 
in the true sense. It néver 


shone with that keen,: cutting , 


blaze of light that Ricel ‘has, 
which brings this orb up to first mag 
nitude while hosts of nearer stars can- 
not be seen. The points of light which 
stud the sky are suns; there are no 
spheres of planetary’ size among them 
that we can observe. 

The question of planets about okner 
suns is still mainly an unanswered 
one. There are no telescopes yet built 
that are powerful enough to reveal] the 
little atendants to the other stark, It 
would require a glass twenty feet 
across to show a world the size of Ju- 
piter on Alpha Centauri. 

It is no accident that suns aré so 
often bright while planets are usually 
dark. Radiance is flot question of 
temperature altogether, but of grawity 
as well. Two big planets of sur sys- 
tem, Jupiter and Saturn, are hot 
enough and large enough to be smal! 
stars, and yet they do not shine be- 
cause they do not have the necesBary 
pull. 

Even the earth, Yown deep beneath 

the forty-five mile crust of rock which 
forms the land. has a temperature com- 
parable indeed to that of many of the 
Stars. Strip off this crust, and we 
would flame out for a time © star in- 
deed. But we would not retain a star, 
as the sun remains, or as any large 
star remains, for centuries on ventu 
ries, but would at once go back and be 
an earth again. 
« The shells of rock about the earth 
do not suppress the fire underneath. 
They are thinner in proportiam than 
the coat of oxide on a red hot cannon 
ball. The heat remains inside, and itets 
us live without because this is tine con- 
dition that our own gravity iinposes. 
For every body everywhere, its mass, 
its size, its radius- from center to cir- 
cumference, and its initial quantity of 
_heat determine what its radiance will 
be at any time. 

The stars are so bright becausc they 
s0 furiously squeeze themselves: the 
planets are dark because they do not 
expel their heat so fast.
